The successful farmer was first a 
pi-actical man — ^practicability is ihe 
fcundation of hi.-^ .succes.s as a farmer

the fanner is confronted with such 
serious conditions as he i.s today, with 
regard to labor problem.s, he welcomes 
every mechanical device that will 
mt;ke his farm moie nearly a one- 
man organization.

To the ordinary observer it may not 
so appear, but the facts are that the 
farmer's h.-.uh.^-o or transportation 
problems are moie mometous right 
now than even the produtcion of crops. 

The need of the truck on the farm 
is evidenced by the number already 
owned and operated by American 
farmers. 

The evolution in the methods of pro- 
duction on . farms, from the hand 
planter; cultivator, the scythe and the 
sickle, to the more modern machinery 
such as self-binder, et cetra, drawn by 
horses, and later by farm tractors, 
was perfectly natural trend of pro- 
gress. 

Then, ju.st a- natural is the evolu- 
tion from the pack on the back, the 
ox cart, and the horse-dra\\'n -vehicle 
to the truck, to solve tl-.e farmer's 
haulage problems. He can not long 
resist installing it as a component 
part of his O iuipment. 

From 1850 to 1900, when the old 
hand methods cf farming were in 
vogue, fai-m values in Atnorica in- 
creased from $4,000,000,000 to $20, 
000,000,000. From 1900 to the present 
day, with niode}-n methods, farm 
values have increased from $20,000,- 
000,000, to $75,000,000,000, due to the 
ability of the farmei- to cultivate more 
intensively a wider acreage ami more 
advantageously market his commodity. 

From 1899 to IDOD the population of 
the United States increased 21 per 
and even with improved methods in 
these days it ^\•as only possible to in- 
crease the production of food-stuffs 
10 par cent— hence the increased cost 
of living with v.hi.-:'h v. c all are, we re- 
gret to say, so thoroughly acquainted. 

The population of America has beeil- 
increa.-inc; so much, more rapidly than 
the increase in the production of 
fcKJostufFs, that for a period of seven 
yeai-s prior to the European war the 
United States wa.s importing com 
from Japan and meat from the Argen- 
tine and Austrlia, and during the same 
period the importation of foodstuffs 
looking at it from a standpoint of 
dollars and cents, was piactically 
enual to the exportation of foodstuffs 
from America. 

And while our population as a 
whole increased, the population in the 
rural distiicts actually decreased. 

Over 8,000,000 people have moved 
from the farms in the United States 
t.) the cities since 1900, and the 
heaviest percentage of the immi- 
riants from foreign coimtries to the 
Un;tt-d States have located in the 
densely populated manufactui inp cen- 
ters, rather than migrating to the 
farms.

One man who had paid 
$1.15 to a restauranteur for a tiny 
steak and :vix .^ni;\l! pirr"., of French 
fried pottoes, didn't btop to eat them 
but glancetl at his check, took a news- 
payxT ho had been i c-ridin;;'. wrapped 
up his "meal'' and brought it to the 
Federal prosecutor. 

Some of tlic letters of complaint 
were amu.sing, others pathetic. All, 
however, showed the seriousness of 
the present eia of liigh prices. One 
indignant citizen wrote: "You ought 

to investigate — , 's fi.sh market in 

BrookljTi. IIe'.=-. a modem Jesse 
James. What do ycu think of 90 
cents a pound for samon and 60 cents 
foi- .sea ba.s.s?" 

The chief of the "Flying Squadron" 
has received complaints of such ex- 
amples of alleged profiteering as fol- 
lows: 

Drag store whisky at $5 a pint and 
?'i more for doctoi'.s prescription; 
canary birds $20 to $25 and $3 to $18 
for a cage; lemonade, served at a 
liotel dance and said to have been 
"weak" $1 a glass; rouge $1 to $3 a 
box for "imported" brands; that fish 
during Lent rose from 20 cents to $1 a 
pound in some New York markets; 
prunes, three for 10 cents in a 
popular restaurant; peanut oil, sold as 
"olive oil", $4 a quart; anthracite 
coal $15 instead of j^.50 ton in Nyack, 
N. Y., because the miners were grant- 
:d a wage increase of &0 cents a ton. 

There are 41 producing wells in the 
Menefee county oil field and other 
veils drilling. iNew operations are ex- 
tensive and new operators are coming 
Into the field almost daily.

CAUSE OF UBOR SHORTAGE 



Difficulties of 1 raveling in Europe and 
Danger of Losing Their Money Has 
No Influence on Aliens Eager 
to Return. 

New York. — Wholesale re-eniigration , 
of aliens in America be?an last April 
and is continuing in ever growing 
numbers. Steamship ticket agents 
agree that 6.000 are leaving: for Europe 
weekly, aIthoti>rh the imiin';rration is 
confined to Itnlians tind Keltxiaiis. 

I have been in contact witli a gi-eat 
number of alien laborers in the United 
States .since my return from Europe in 
January and I find that a great per- 
centa^^e of them are preparing to leave 
the states, writes .Joseph Szehenyel in 
the New York Tlme.s. Among the Hun- 
garians and those eoniinir from the 
newly formed .states in ciistern Eu- 
rope, no iier rent are abou^ to return 
to the old country. 

The resultant labor shortage espe- 
cially is being felt already, and em- 
ployers of alien labor are forced to 
advertise eoiit inuttll.v In order to re- 
place the haiuls leaving week after 
week. They are spending thousands 
of dollars on advertisements in Slovak 
and .Hungarian papers. Mining com- 
panies e>ipecially prefer Iningarian 
workers because they are steady and 
hard workers, doing jobs no others 
would do, and earning In most cases 
up to $120 a week. 

Causes of Re-Emigration. I

Cannot Be Dissuaded. 

The manager of Emll Kiss' bdnklnp 

lionse. the larjrest ticket agents on the 
east side, said that tliey were discour- 
aging re-etni.mation as much as pos- 
sible, and explained to applicants the 
difficulties of traveling in Europe, the 
danger of their losing their kits and 
money on the way. 

"Yet it is* impossible to persuade 
them to stay," the clerks assert 
"There are letters from former travel- 
ers who say that they have been chetit- 
ed and robbed of their possessions, 
arrived hoiue stripped of everj'thing. 
yet you can't induce them, to stay." 

"Do you discourage exchange of dol- 
lars as well?" I asked-. 

"We do, but the constant fall in the 
exchange makes it difiicult. By the 
time the man arrives home he gets 
more for his dollars, so he prefers tak- 
ing it in cash, as most of them are 
ignorant people who mistrust drafts. 
Now, in traveling tln'ough Europe the 
victim — ^for you can't call him by any 
other name — encounters laws in ev- 
'ry country prnliibiting the export of 
dollars. If he lands in France hi' 
money is exchiin.wd into francs, in 
Germany into marks, in Austria oi 
Jugoslavia into kronen, being 10 or 
more per cent everywhere." 

Sofne of the n^einigrants travel

exchange. In France there are evei 
graver difTiculties, for even the export 
of French ntoney to exceed 1,00* 
francs is prohibited. The traveler inus 
get a state permit, a procedure tukin;
